I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Health  Department  for  the 
year  1970 


Vital  Statistics 

There  has  been  a slight  fall  in  the  birth  rate  which  may  be  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
family  planning  clinics  provided  by  the  county  council.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  has  been 
stable  for  the  last  3 years,  just  above  the  national  figure,  but  below  that  for  the  county  of 
Glamorgan.  It  is  a good  indication  of  the  improvement  in  living  standards,  education  and 
medical  services.  It  will  be  difficult  to  reduce  it  further,  because  many  of  the  deaths  are  due 
to  congenital  defects  over  which  we  have  no  control  at  present.  It  is  not  known  whether  the 
environment  has  something  to  do  with  some  of  these  deaths.  A large  number  of  the  total 
deaths  again  occurred  from  ischaemic  heart  disease  e.g.  coronary  thrombosis.  In  fact,  over 
25%  of  the  total  were  due  to  this.  Several  causes  may  contribute,  including  smoking,  and 
there  may  be  a connection  with  the  environment  and  possibly  our  soft  drinking  water 
supplies.  Malignant  growths  also  form  a large  proportion  of  deaths. 

Housing 

Forty-three  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  and  with  the  continued 
building  of  local  authority  and  private  houses,  good  progress  is  being  maintained  in  the 
reduction  of  unfit  housing.  The  council  is  also  active  in  providing  grants  for  the  improve- 
ment of  older  houses. 

Dumping  of  Refuse 

Indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  and  waste  throughout  the  district  continued 
although  the  council  had  made  arrangements  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967,  for  the 
Neath  Abbey  tip  to  be  open  to  the  public.  It  was  discovered  that  trade  waste  and  effluents 
were  also  being  discharged  and  dumped  without  authority  and  our  staff  are  being  vigilant 
in  combating  these  nuisances. 

Meals  on  Wheels 

Circular  26/70  from  the  Welsh  Office  urged  authorities  to  increase  this  service 
and  to  arrange  the  distribution  of  meals  as  rapidly  as  possible  in  order  that  the  quality  of 
food  did  not  deteriorate.  It  is  considered  that  5 meals  each  week  should  be  provided  per 
person.  We  cannot,  unfortunately,  increase  our  service  owing  to  the  limitations  of  space  at 
our  kitchen,  but  the  quality  of  the  meals  supplied  is  very  good.  We  carried  out  two  surveys 
during  1970,  amongst  the  recipients,  and  it  would  seem  that  almost  50%  wish  to  receive 
more  meals,  but  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  if  all  these  would  take  5 meals  weekly.  There  is 
undoubtedly,  a demand  for  an  increase  in  the  service. 

The  statistics  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  report,  refer  to  the  personal  health 
services  provided  by  the  Neath  Health  Division,  and  apply  to  the  Neath  Borough  and 
Neath  R.D.C.  areas. 
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I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  health  department  for  their  continued 
support  and  to  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  other  departments  for  their  co-operation  and  also, 
to  the  members  of  the  council  for  their  consideration  throughout  the  year.
